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The Sunday Question,

W snid, in a previous article, that, in de-
fending the Chris ian Sabbath, we did not in
tend Lo attack par icu'ar abuseés of it, whether
now pract sed or only proposed. [t is already
profaned sufficlently, even In ¥his blessed
land, which God has so conspicuonsly distin
guished by Iis favor and merey, to cause
every good and fruly LoYAL cltizen to dapre-
cate, most earnestly, any increased desoeea
tion of the S8abbath., Any movement, especi-
ally any popular or political movement, in re-
gpect to this subject, should, in order to b2
regarded as one of sound moral and socisl re-
form, tend iu a dwrection quite opposita to
that advocated by those who would totally
change the character of the day which sas hul-
lowed and sct apart for man’s benefll and
God's honor by express commandmeni. Anid
it is most fo: tunate for our peopls that their
whole ¢ivil system w s origlually so decidadly
and radienily fonnded in sound religions prio-
ciples, that thelr legislatures, howaver
humanly sovereizn, are yat 8o linited ' their
power, that any statute enacted by them in
plam wviolation o Divine law is essentially
unconstitutional, and of no biading force or
validity whatever It Is true that ene leglsla-
ture of a State wmay pass an actrreliz ous in
tendency, and yvei not o nosbively contriry
to the letter or obvious meaninz of Gop'slaw
as to be judicinlly declared, for that reason
alone, absolutely null and void, And it is pre-
cisely this sort of legislation that should ba
vigilantly guarded asainst, since it is the
meens by which wicked meon, on virtaous pre-
tenses, seele to fasidiously andermiov the very
foundations of public moral'ty and social
order. They are afrald to attack the citadel
of & nation’s peace, happiness, nnd troe glory,
by bold and open assaults on the iostitutions
and ordinances of God, becanse they' know
they would bz overwhelmad and ntterly
routed in any such attempt. Thoy therefore
begin by slow and hidden approaches, de-
signed to decelve the garcison; and they are
not unfrequently so bard pushed and base, as
to use n false flag in order to take the fortross
which they are net brave or powerful enough
to earry by ma'n strength,

We are told that Suanday travel else-
where is allowed, and has not been
injurions. The latier part of the assertion,

however, is not proved, nor 18 it possible
always to witness, at once. in visible demon-
strations, to what real, and probably great
extent, a partica ar invasion of the law of
God and the religions bab:ts and convictions
of soriety, has actually, thouzh secretly, been
productive of serlous ev:l.  There are some
go-called social reforms, claiminz the sanction
of benevolence and patriotism and piety,
which take a long time to bewray theic hart-
ful influence, though they act in the mean-
while like “rank corruption,” which, “mining
all within, infects unseen.”

For example, those who advoecate the ran-
ning of the city passenger railway cars on
Sunday, actually urge the measure on reli-
gious grounds. They contend that all per-
sons should have free conveyance to church,
and that chesp vehicular travel on the Sab-.
bath would, in every way, promote the spirit-
unl as well as physical health of the masses,
Put upless this result could be absolutely
guaranteed, which it cannot be, neither the
people nor their representatives should try the
experiment. In affairs of such vital soclal
moment, the mer= conceit or speculation of
bad or visionary men should not be trusted.
No Christian community can safcly talke it for
granted that any encroachment on the esta-
blished sanclity of the Sabbath, for secular
use and sensual pleasure, will no’ be posi
tively pernicious in its opsration and
eflect,

It is also the law

complainad that
which allows the use of private
equipages on the Sabbath, denies a
public conveyance to the great multituda
who cannot afford a like luxury; that the
laws of the State shoull be equal, and all per-
eons equal betore them, and that what 18 tole-
rated in the country should be tolerated in
the town. But these complaints are more
gpecious than just. The argument amounts
gubstantinlly to this, that because we have not
perfect laws, we should have none at all;
because man's laws are not e tirely what they
ought to be, Go¥s laws should be altozether
fet aside ; because one part of the community
is permitted to do some things on the
Sabbath that {8 nou strictly right, the
whole population, everywhere, must Le
allowed to do everything that is wrong, Such
logle a8 this, it carrled out to its legltiimate
consequences, wounld utterly subvert eivil
gociety and create a hell on earth. It is sim-
ply amazing that men who lay claim to ordl-
nary virtue and in‘elligence can arguae that,
because buman legislation does not fully meet
a case, it should, therclore, not try to ment
it at all. Bat,as bas been well said equal
neglect Is not lmpartial kind2ess. The species
of benevelence which arlses rom contempt ol
all justice and propriety is no true eharity.

Better suffer that which partly protects and

promotes the physical and spiritual well-belng

of mankind, than g've soclety entirely up to

the deminlon of Satan, ,
The enemies of the Sabbath are fruitful in

Inwentovs arguments intended to advance
their eause, Put It I8 to be hoped that
sophistry will not win In such a oontest.
There e 'too much that Is vital to the peacs,
gocd order, and stabllity of soclety, as well
ns to tha eternal wellare of every individual
soul, to bave it all staked on the selfish
motives or the. moral or mental hallncinations
«f a miserable hand’ul of pretentions and em-
pirical soclal reformers. The people should
not beed thelr seductive but fatal expostula-
tlons, They are blind lenders; and Clirist
861d that if the blind load the blind, both will
fal Into the ditch. ‘I he Sabbath, we sre told,
is good for man, as man; for man soclally
as woll us religiously covsidered; good by

the law of Providence, for the In.
ferlor and dependent world, for ser-
vant 08 well as master, and for
beas's as well as scrvant, We disturd

the economy of things; we injure a dumb and
h’c]pless creature I we deifraud even the beast
that porishes of hig humble sbare 'n this mor-
citul remission o1 the curse. Let us, then,
trust that the sanctity of the Lord’s day will
increase, rather than diminish, among us; and
that those whose patrlotism even is invokad
against it at this time, will seo that all instito-
tions of purely homan device had better fall
than that the Sabbath should perish in ooar
midst,

A Fact for Basines;s Men.

Wi gearer To chromcle the departure of
a veteran in literature and woalth, who has
for ove hall' a century been tamiliarly known
to all of our leading business men. GronrG:
Onp, Esg., died on Wednesday, In the eighty-
sixth year of his age. IFor two generations he
bas been well known to the publie, and
although living in strict retirement, and
baving scen his contemporaries all pas: away,
vet his position in (he soclal world has never
been flled by any aspirant of the new times
which he lived to see. It is seldom that an
old man is remembered and faniliarly spoken
of by the friends of ils grandchildron; yet the
remarkable soclal and intellectual qualities
potsessed by our vencrable follow-townsman,
securcd and maintained for him a popular-
ity among those who might have besn
expected to neglect him.  He was widely nnd
favorably known as an ornithologist and
Jover of natural sclence. Ie was the friend
and biographer of Wirsoy, and on the most
intimate terms with all those whom we are ac-
customed to look up to 25 almost classical
writéis because ol their aotiquity. As a
linguist, Mr. Orp had few equaly and no
superiors, while as a writer ofsclentific maga-
zine articles he had a high reputation, He
was for many years President of the Academy
ol Natural Sciences, and was an honorary
member of almost every eclentific society in
the land, His death leaves a vold in the
provinee peculiarly his own, which it will bo
difficult to ML

Tie CAPITAL INVESTED IN MANUFAC-
rures.—The report of the Secretary of the
Interior, in reply to nresolution relative to the
amount of capital invested in manufactures,
states that they “begin with New York
and end with Newark.” Why they should
begin with New York, when Philadelphia em-
ploys seventy-three millions, and she but
gixty-one; while the Quaker City produces
goods to the value ol one hundred and
thirty-four wmillions 'per annum, to her
one hundred and nioeteen, is not stated.
The report shows that the principal citles are
interested in protection to fhome industry in
the order we mention them:—Philadalphia,
New York, Cincinnafl, Boslon, Brooklyn,
and Newark. To those who belleve in disin-
terested political acdon, it wofld seem strange
that, with the exception of the metropolis,
each ¢lty is enthusiastic in the cause of pro-
tection in about the ratio of the amount of
capital invested. The document itsell forms
s most powerful argument in favor of the
anti-free trade principle; for in a nation in
which the money placed in manufaciures in
twelve of the leading towns amounts to nearly
four hundred wiillions of dollars, and in which
the four most deeply Interested cittes produce
to the equivalent of thrée hundred and fifty
millions per year,it is certaluly want of policy
and common sense to endeavor to throw
down the wall that prolects this mighty
variety of our national inierests, in order to
cater to the Utopian schemes ol a sel ol en-
thusiasts and interested shipping merchants,
